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THE. secret correspondence and other doc- 
umentary evidence of a Russo-Afghan in- 
trigue discovered in Cabul after the murder 
of Maj. Cavagnari were laid on the table of 
the British House of Lords yesterday, in ac- 
cordance with Lord Granville's promise to 
Lord Lytton the previous day. The Peers 
must have been considerably excited over 
the perusal of the documents, as they un- 
doubtedly prove the existence of a secret al- 
liance between Shere Ali and Russia against 
England. The Russian Government 
pledged friendship and aid to the 
Ameer, the condition being that 
the Ameer should communicate to 
Gen. Kaufman all important information re- 
5 to the affairs of British India. Stolie- 
toff, the Russian agent, in some of his cor- 
respondence encourages Shere Ali to stir up 
the Indian Mussulmans against British rule; 
to make peace openly with England, but at 
the same time to prepare for war; and much 
more going to show that Russia is only de- 
sirous of a favorable opportunity to inter- 
fere in the affairs of British India in other 
than secret ways. The publication of the 
correspondence cannot but have a damaging 
effect on Mr. Gladstone’s political standing 
and on the standing of his pro-Russian col- 
leagues. 


ARCHBISHOP McCann, of Dublin, has 
written a letter in reply to a recent Papa! 
communication condemning some phases of 
the Land-League agitation. After describ- 
ing the Land laws of Ireland as barbarous 
and brutal, and as having resulted in much 
misery, the Archbishop goes on to condemn 
some of the speeches and utterances of the 
Land-Leaguers, and assures the Pope that the 
Irish Bishops have warned their flocks long 
ago as to the dangerous character of some of 
the leaders, whom the Archbishop describes 
as “the bitterest enemies of Ireland.” ‘The 
Pope is also assured that the accounts of the 
state of Ireland published in the English pa- 
pers are grossly exaggerated. The letter 
purports to be the expression of all the 
Irish Bishops, though it is well known that 
more than half of them refused to attend the 
Maynooth meeting from which itis supposed 
to emanate. The Aurora, the Pope’s organ, 
in which the letteris printed, deplores the 
fact that direct relations between the Vatican 
and England do not exist; otherwise the 
Pope might have exercised great influence in 
that matter.

SECRETARY Scuunz has written and pub- 
lished a reply to the strictures of Senator 
Dawes on the management of the Interior 
Department in the treatment of the Poncas.

SECRETARY SCHURZ. 
A SPICY OPEN LETTER TO SENATOR DAWES. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasaineton, D. C., Feb. 9.—The Ponca 
war is notended. Secretary Schurz to-night 
furnishes to the press a copy of an open let- 
ter to Senator Dawes, which is certainly very 
spicy reading. The following are some of 
the more striking extracts: 

DEPARMENT OF THE INTERIOR, WASHINGTON, 
D. C., Feb. 7, 1881,—The Hon. Henry L. Dawes, 
United States Senate—Sin: I have read your 
speech recently delivered in the Senate on the 
killing of the Ponca Chief Big Snake,” in 
which you make certain refiections on the con- 
duct of the Interior Department calling for my 
attention. A Cabinet officer has no voice on the 
floor of the Senate. He cannot personaily de- 
fend himself there against any attack, however 
unjust. He cannot correct misstatements of 
facts, however reckless, and even when Sen- 
ators undertake his defense (and it was geuer- 
ously done in this instance) they cuu scarcely 
ever be as conversant with all the circumstances 
of the case as the attacked Cabinet Minister is 
himsecif. 1 shall certainly not object to the 
Treest use of the privileges of a Senator, which 
l well understand. But no fair-minded man 
will, on the other hand, find fault with me if 1 
employ those means of public defense 
which every citizen has at bis disposal. 
The nature of your attack relieves me 
of the considerations of official restraint which 
otherwise would control my language. I have 
beeen exposed to so much misrepresentation 
and obloauy in connection with the Ponca busi- 
ness that I think it time to call things by their 
right names. Il want fair play. Nothing else. 


Mr. Schurz then summarizes 
THE STORY OF THE PONCAS, 
with which the publicis already familiar, 
and concludes that the killing ot Big Snake“ 
was the result of a sudden impulse ofa 
soldier, and that no one else should be held 
responsible for the murderous deed. Mr. 


Schurz adds: 

Nobody could read your speech without re- 
ceiving the impression that you mean to hold 
this ‘Department of the Government responsi- 
bie for the murder,—not as a mere accidental 
consequence of a band-to-hand struggie inci- 
dent to an attempted arrest, but as a concerted 

rea act, designed to rid the De- 
ment of atroublesome opponent of its pol- 
cy. It this means anything pertinent to this 
case, it can Only be that the ordinary method of 
transacting Indian fiffairs in this Department is 
to murder men unless they fall in with its official 
policy, and that by it the lite of an Indian is 
considered a4 matter of small moment. I must 
confess that when reading this atrocious state- 
ment I could not repress 
A FEELING OF INDIGNATION. 
But upon mature reflection it became clear to 
me that the outrage of so revolting an insinua - 
tion has passed the line which separates the 
sublime from the ridiculous.

States Senate proves this, and in this important 
respect renders bim unfit for the position of a 
Judge of the Supreme Court.

HOOP-IRON, 
SHERMAN’S DECISION IN THE 
CASES. 

Wasuincrosr, D. C., Feb. &—Secretary 
Sherman’s attention was to-day called to the 
complaints made by manufacturers of iron, 
as to a recent decision of the Treasury De- 
partment about cotton ties, and replied: 
“Yes, I was very sorry to decide the cotton- 
tie question against the interests of so many 
of my constituents, but it was a clear case 
and I could not properly do otherwise. The 
question was, whether cotton ties were sub- 
ject to a specific duty of one and one-half 
cents per pound, or an ad valorem duty of 35 
percentum. On June 30, 1864, when the 
duty was first levied, 35 per cent was a higher 
rate than one and one-half cents per pound, 
and then the importers tried to get in cotton 
ties at the specific duty, and the home 
manufacturers wanted them taxed as 
manufactures of iron. It was settled, 
however, by the Courts and by the Treasury 
Department that cotton ties were, under the 
law, manufactures of iron, were not known 
and classed in the trade as hoop-iron, and, 
therefore, were subject to the 35 per cent ad 
valorem duty. This decision has now stood 
during three Administrations and for the 
terms of five Secretaries of the Treasury, and 
has been uniformly upheld by the Courts, and 
tens of thousands of tons of imported cotton- 
ties have come in and paid duty at the rate of 
35 per cent ad valorem. As the price of iron 
has greatly fallen, this has worked hard 
on our home manufacturers, and it is in 
itself an injustice, in that it places upon ad- 
vanced artieles of manufacture a lower 
duty than upon a mere crude manufact- 
ure. I think the home manufacturer ought 
to hav e the benefit of the specific duty, and 
have recommended such a law, and will, as 
Senator, do my utmost to secure it. I have 
prevented the extension of the construction 
of the law so as to inelude under the ad 
valorem duty various kinds of hoops: but, 
when the manufacturers ask me, merely be- 
cause of the change in the price of iron, to 
reverse the ruling of the Courts and the con- 
stant practice of the Department for twelve 
years, they ask me to do what the law will 
not — me to do, and what, it 1 did do, 
would amount to a great breach of public 
duty. I regret that they do not it as I 
do. They never thanked me for overruling 
the attempt to extend the ad valorem duty to 
hoops and other forms of hoop-iron, nor will 
their impatience and injustice induce me to 
disregard the law as 1 findit. As a firm be- 
liever in the principle of protect our own 
industries, I am willing to aid in passt 
laws and to contrive laws so that that effec 
will be produced, but I will not, to carry out 
my ideas, disregard and disobey the law as it 
is decided by the Courts.“ 

The question as to duty on hoop-iron has a 
companion in the plate-iron controversy 
which has lately come up. Plate-iron ys 
a duty of a cent and a half per pound. Plate- 
iron, punched, has been admitted at 35 per 
cent ad valorem. On an appeal from this 
ruling an order has been temporarily sus- 
pended until the report shall be received 
from the New York Custom-Hotse, when. if 
$0 recommended, the ruling may be reversed 
and the plate-iron punched be required to 
pay as much as unpunched. 


SCHOFIELD. 
A 8ST. LOUIS SCHEME.

Chief Brooks, ot the Secret-Service Bureau, 
has received information that a new counter- 
feit note has made its appearance in Ken- 
tucky. Itis an imitation of the $5 United 
States note, series of 1875, letter D, small fig- 
ures 14 under said letter, John Allison, Reg- 
ister; A. H. Wyman, Treasurer. It is printed 
on localized fibre-paper, which is only a little 
inferior to the genuine, al h somewhat 
thicker. The note is near! half an inch 
shorter than the genuine, as far as ex- 
amined, is a fae-simile, except that in the 
genuine near the Treasurer's signature, and 
in circular form, is printed in red character 
Series 1875’; also near the geometric lathe 
denominational counter containing the large 
figure 5. In the upper right-h corner of 
the face of the note, in red, are the figures 
1878.“ Neither of these imorints appears 
on the centre of the note, although subse- 
quent issues, it is thought, may show the 
centre features to have supplied these de- 
fects. The note is believed to be an imper- 
fect specimen of what can be accomplished 
by photo-lithography. It is badly blurred in 
printing, and very much off color when com- 
pared with the genuine, yet it is said to be 
calculated to deceive persons who are not 
money experts, 

AN EXPLODED SENSATION. 

The Washington Post will to-morrow 
morning expose the report that an old wom- 
an on her deathbed sent her check for $500, 
which, itis said, was stolen from the Treas- 
ury twenty-seven years ago, when she was a 
clerk in the Department. ‘There are several 
reasons why the story should be regarded 
with suspicion, chief of which is that twen- 
ty-seven years ago there were no women 
clerks in the Treasury. It is believed by the 
Treasury officials that the letter was written 
by some one who wanted to return 
that sum of money, and at the 
same time desired to figure in a wild sensa- 
tion.

out? The manner in which the Treasury 
Department was used under them to pro- 
mote speculation and stock-jobbing should 
be a sufficient warning against the delusive 
notion that Eastern financiers have a monop- 
oly of all the wisdom and virtue pertaining 


to the subject. 
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Tue State Senate on Tuesday passed the 
bill providing that hereafter when a street in 
Chieago or in any other city of the State 
shall be paved or “permanently improved,” 
by special assessmentit shall be repaved as 
often as may be necessary at the general 
cost of the city. Though Chicago is repre” 
sented by no less than six Senators, the bill 
passed without objection from any of them. 

Weare very much mistaken if Chicago 
does not deeply regret the enactment of such 
law, and yet it was stated in the Senate that 
the bill had been prepared by the Coporation 
Counsel (Adams) by the direction of the City 
Council of Chicago and of the Mayor, witha 
view to its passage by the Legislature. 

The estimates for the city expenditures of 
1881 call for $500,000 to pay for the city’s 
share of the cost of street pavements at 
street intersections and alley crossings, and 
the Finance Committee report that the city 
will not have half that sum of. revenue to 
spare for that purpose. In view of this fact, 
how the City Government expects to raise 
the money to bear the cost of repay- 
ing all the streets in this city re- 
quires explanation. It has been but a 
few days since Controller Gurney offi- 
cially informed the City Council that 
there would. not be this year, or for four 
years to come, sufficient revenue froin taxa- 
tion to meet the ordinary demands vf the 
current and imperative expenditures of the 
city, while at the same time the City Gov- 
ernment was soliciting at Springtield the 
passage of a law imposing on the General 
Fund an additional annual expenditure 
which in a very short time will equal mill- 
ions of dollars annually. 

The billis wrong and unjust for various 
reasons. There are miles of streets near, 
adjoining, and surrounding railroad depots, 
warehouses, and adjoining wholesale houses, 
manufactories, and business property, where 
the hauling is héavy and the traffic destruct- 
ive of street improvements. These streets 
have to be repaved more frequently than all 
others. Under this proposed law all this 
repairing is to be paid for by a general tax, 
half of it to be collected off private resi- 
dences. All the business streets, where, in 
consequence of this very traffic, the property 
affords a rental of from $500 to $1,000 per 
front foot annually, are to be repaved every 
three to five years by a tax levied upon the 
entire property of the city, nine-tenths of 
which is on unpaved streets. It is a 
scheme to transfer to the many the cost of 
improvements intended for the benefit.of the 
landlord few. When this law goes into 
operation the magnitude of the job will be 
apparent. 


GARFIELD’S 12 DECLARED BY 

It is about three months since the fact was 
known in all parts of the world reached by 
the telegrapli that Gen. Garfield had been 
elected President, and Gen. Arthur Vice- 
President, of the United States for the four 
years after March 4 next. Yet the event was 
not officially declared till yesterday, as the 
Electoral votes had not previously been 
counted. The ceremony was very simple, 
and it was undisturbed by any of the embar- 
rassments threatened by the Democrats a 
few weeks ago when they sought to impose 
in an unfair manner an unwise rule that 
would have enabled either House to reject 
the vote of any State where a dispute should 
be trumped up in order to defeat the voice of 
the people. There was no occasion for contro- 
versy in counting the Electoral vote of the late 
Presidential election. The only formal ir- 
regularity was in the case of Georgia, whose 
vote could not change the result. Hence the 
proper procedure jwas plain. The two 
Houses met in the Hall of Representatives. 
The Vice-President presided and opened the 
returns, which were given to the tellers. The 
returns were read, the votes counted, and 
the result announced by the  Vice- 
President that Garfield and Arthur 
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Presidential eleetion will be three years 


away. The two Houses will be very evenly 
divided on a party basis. There ought to be 
neither partisan bias nor partisan advantage 
to Influence a calm, deliberative, and patriot- 
ie consideration of the whole question, and 
the result should be determined fairly by 
constitutional amendment. The country 
cannot afford to have an uncertain declara- 
tion of a doubtful result in a close Presiden- 
tial election constantly hanging over it. 
— 
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The Senate Finance Committee has suc- 
ceeded in putting the Funding bill intoa shape 
which, if adopted as it comes from their 
hands, will assure the immediate refunding 
of the sixes and fives which mature between 
May 1 and July 1 of this year, and will result 
in asaving of about $12,000,000 annually in 
the interest charge, aside from the reduction 
of the debt from the surplus revenues. The 
bul as approved by the Senate Committee 
authorizes $300,000,000 of Treasury notes, re- 
deemable after one year and payable in ten 
years, which shall bear not more than 344 | 
per cent interest, and proposes to refund the 
remainder of the maturing bonds into new 
bonds, redeemable after five years and paya- 
ble in twenty years, which shall bear 3'¢ per 
cent Interest. 

This division of the new obligations is 
likely to suit both those who have floating 
capital which they desire to invest but do 
not wish to tie up and those who have the 
moneys of estates and trust-funds for long 
investment. The Treasury notes will be in 
the nature of a call lean for those who buy 
them, because it will always be possible to 
negotiate them at par or use them as money 
with an allowance for interest that may have 
accrued on them up to date. Any holder of 
these notes whe has them deposited in a safe 
or vault vill feel that he has so much ready 
money at his command whenever he d 
to make any other investment. This quality 
may enable the Secretary of the Treasury to 
sell the interest-bearing notes at less than 31% 
per cent; and the discretion is given to do 
this by the provision that they shall ngt bear 
more than 344 per cent interest. Whenevet 
the issue shall have been authorized indiea- 
tions will not be wanting to instruct the See- 
retary of the Treasury whether or not there 
is a large amount of money in the country 
that will seek the advantages of such an in- 
vestment, and thus enable him to determine 
the rate at which the notes can be placed 
upon the market with the certainty that they 
will be rapidly taken up. 

The Senate Committee has amended the 
provision in regard to the bonds so that they 
may run twenty years, instead of ten, and 
shall draw 3'¢ instead of 3 per cent Interest. 
The privilege of redeeming these bonds is 
fixed at the end of five years, as it was in the 
bill which passed the House, but there will 
be a general sense of security that the bonds 
will run the fall term provided in the law, 
for the following reason: The notes will be 
first taken up, and if the surplus revenue 
during the next ten years shail serve to 
cancel $300,000,000 in addition to the probable 
reduction of taxation and the possible change 
in the balance of trade, the result will be 
highly satisfactory. By that time the 44¢ per 
cents will be redeemed at the option of the 
Government, and they will be paid off in 
preference to the 34 percents. The prospect 
is that most of the new 3.per cents will 
run the full twenty years allowed to them, 
and, if the rule be adopted that those 
first subseribed for shall have the longest 
duration, there will be an immediate demand 
for them from the banks and the holders of 
all trust-funds szeking a long investment. 
Anything like a rush will enable the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to sell thém at a pre- 
mium over par for the benefit of the Govern- 
ment, while the rate of interest will not be 
so low as to endanger the success of the loan 
in any case, 

The refunding scheme has likewise been 
improved by striking out the section which 
proposed to coerce the National banks to 
substitute the new bonds for those they now 
hold. In the first place, such a policy would 
be unwise in any event, because it would 
denote antagonism to the banking system 
which has proved to be safer and more popu- 
lar than any other devised in this country, 
and destroy the elasticity of the free banking 
law. In the second place, it involved the 
risk of a contraction in the capital and dur- 
rency of the National banks. In the third 
place, the new rate of interest and prolonged 
term of the bonds will render coercive meas- 
ures altogether unnecessary to insure the 
successful negotiation of the proposed 
loan. It is probable that, under the 
new conditions, the National banks will 
be among the first and most eager appiicants 
for the refunding bonds, If the policy shall 
be adopted by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
Which is promised and which is obviously 
the most advisable, of making the exchange 
of new bonds for the maturing bonds airect- 
ly, without the intervention of agents or 
brokers, the placing of the new loan will be 
. wonderfully facilitated, and a large amount 
of expense will thus be saved. 

We think it may be safely assumed that 
the Senate will adopt the Refunding bill in 
practically the shape that has been agreed 
upon in committee, and in that event there 
are indications that a majority of the House 
will be disposed to concur in the Senate 
amendments. Itis believed that the Demo- 
crats in the House are too anxious to avoid 
an extra session, which would cost them 
their present Congressional! patronage, to be 
stubborn in their opposition to a funding 
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ex- Dutch Republic. The restoration of its 
independence would involve conditions that 
are net in consenance with modern civiliza- 
tion and humanity. Freedom, according to 
the Boer interpretation, means liberty for 
themselves and slavery for all others, protec- 
tion for their own rights anda denial of the 
rights of all others. The first right they 
claim is the right te hold slaves and to gain 
possession of their slaves in the most cruel 
manner—namely : attacking the native 


adults and carrying off the children in cap- 
tivity. They allow no liberty of any sort to 
those who disagree with them. Even Dr. 
Livingstone barely escaped with his life, and 
had his house and books destroyed by them 
because he would not give assent to some of 
their doctrines. They have always demanded 
the right to encroach upon their neighbors, 
to seize their lands and cattle by 
force, and by such acts as these 
have kept the Zulus and even the 
white settlers in a constant state of irrita- 
tion. More than this, they not only claim 
these rights in their own borders, but de- 
mand that no one shall interfere with the ex- 
tension of these rights and their peculiar in- 
stitutions up towards the Equator. English 
authority over the Transvaal, therefore, 
means not only the suppression of human 
slavery within its borders, but the protection 
of all the tribes in its vicinity. Viewing the 
war from this standpoint, it is not so much a 
war for independence On the part of the 
Boers, but a struggle to maintain human 
slavery and the most cruel invasions of the 
rights of the Kaffir tribes. To Americans 
their attempted secession from the English 
Government will recall the attempted seces- 
sion of the South from the Union for the 
purpose of maintaining slavery, and will not 
receive any more sympathy. The cruel and 
brutal results which the Boers seek to en- 
compass in thelr struggle for independence 
strip it of those sentimental features which 
it otherwise might have. 
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A FOOLISH MISSION FOR PARNELL. 

The action of the Irish Land League, as re- 
ported by the dispatches this morning, in re- 
questing Mr. Parnell to leave Parliament at 
this critical time for the Irish cause and come 
to this country again, is extremely foolish, 
What can he do here? He cannot come upon 
a famine mission, for last year’s crops were 
good and there is enough to eat in Ireland. 
It is not by any means as bad as it was last 
year, for then the tenants were starving in 
the west of Ireland, but this has been re- 
lieved. The landlords have been forced to 
let up on the rent by reason of the resistance 
whieh has been made by the Land League, 
and more than half of them have accepted 
for the time being the “Griffith valuation,” 
and the good crops and fair prices have en- 
abled the tenants to pay rent and escape evic- 
tion, though they may have nothing left after 
doing it. Nothing can be more foolish 
than for Mr. Parnell to leave Par- 
liament in this crisis, when a Dill 
will shortly be introduced to improve 
the condition and tenure of the tenants, and 
he is needed there to work upon the three 
F’s. All that he can do here is to make 
speeches which will be repetitions of those 
made last year, and to collect more money 
for the Land League, which already has 
money enough for its purposes. He can help 
nothing by courimg here. The Irish here are 
already enlisted upon the side of their coun- 
trymen and are. forwarding all the money 
they can. The sympathy of the Americans 
is with them. Congress has expressed its 
sympathy in a strong resolution. What more 
can be done, short of a declaration of 
war against Great Britain, which of 
course is out of the question? It is 
foolish in the first place to send 
over here the man who is most needed at 
home and who can do nothing when he gets 
here, and, in the second place, it is unfair to 
assume that Mr. Gladstone has no bill in 
prospect for the amelioration of the condi- 
tion of Ireland because he is about to offera 
Coercion bill to preserve the peace pending 
the consideration of reforms which he has 
solemnly promised the world shall be put in 
operation. The piace for Mr. Parnell is in 
Parliament, where he can be of more service 
than any other man in the League, and not 
in this country, where he can be of no 
service at all. 
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COST OF THE CANAL PUMPS. 

In April, 1880, the City Council appro- 
priated $100,000 to provide the machinery and 
to cover the other expenses for pumping the 
water from the Chicago River into the canal, 
and sending a continuous stream of pure 
water from the lake into the IIIinois River. 
During the entire year 1880, the Mayor of 
Chicago refused, obstinately and insglently, 
to take any steps towards provi the 
pumps, or otherwise carrying into execution 
the proposed improvement. So, during all 
1880, and up to the present date, the people 
of this city and of the towns and cities along 
the canal and Illinois River have been sub- 
jected to the stenches of the river. All the 
appeals made to the Mayor by the people of 
this city during the season of 1880 were 
treated with contempt, and the appeals and 
importunities of the people residing on the 
line of the canal and the IIIInois River were 
treated with such insolent bravado and de- 
fiant refusal that at last the latter had to ap- 
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Here was an offer to furnish twelve pumps 
capable of lifting 60,000 cubic feet of water 
per minute for the sum of $3,000 each, or 
$36,000 in all. The other needed expenses 
may be thus stated:

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Grand total of whole work.. 77,00 
These figures confirm the estimates made 
more than a year ago by the experts who 
then gave their evidence. Leaving a most 
liberal margin, it will be seen that the 8100, 
000 appropriated by the Council was ample 
for the construction and completion of the 
whole improvement. All that was wanting 
was a purpose on the part of the Mayor to 
carry out the will of the public. Had he any 
desire to have had that work completed, he 
could have it in suecessfui operation on the 
Ist of April next at the very latest. His 
failure to do his duty has subjected this city 
and one-third of the State to a continuous 
* Harrisonian stench” in the river and canal 
for one entire year. It the Mayor will not 
now do his duty, we trust the Legislature 
will adopt such legislation as will compel the 
execution of this work. 


Mr. James P. Roor’s plan for electing a 
President undoubtedly possesses consider- 
able merit, but it is not practieable for sev- 
eral reasons. The first and main objection to 
it is that it requires a constitutional amend- 
ment. The agreement of two-thirds of both 
Houses of Congress and three-fourths of all 
the States would be necessary to put it inte 
operation. Mr. Root proposes that two Elect- 
ors shall be chosen by each Congressional 
district, and that the Electoral College so 
constituted, without reference to State lines, 
shall be the sole judge of the qualifications 
and elections of its own members. Is it con- 
ceivable that the large States would consent 
to deprive themselves by constitutional 
amendment of the influence which they now 
possess ? Would Pennsylvania, or New York, 
or Ohio, or Illinois, which now cast solid 
Electoral votes, be willing to neutralize their 
power to the extent of the Democratic dis- 
tricts in each? Or would any of the South- 
ern States surrender the attribute of so- 
ereiguty which they now have in the pro- 
vision of the Constitution that each State 
shall appoint, in such manner as the Legis- 
lature thereof may direct, a number of Elect- 
ors equal to the whole number of Senators and 
Representatives to which such State may be 
entitled in the Congress”? Another objec- 
tion to Mr. Root's plan is, that it would not 
operate equally in all parts of the country. 
If Electors were chosen by districts there 
would not bea Republican district in the 
South. Fraud and violence would count in 
212 Electors from that section, two being 
chosen from each district, while the Demo- 
crats at the North would have the advantage 
of minority representation, which they do not 
nowenjoy. Thirdly, the proposed system 
would furnish a direct incentive to gerry- 
mandering, and would cause the most scanda- 
lous perversion of power by State Legisla- 
tures with a sole view to the consequences 
in the election of a President. Finally, the 
choice of Electors. by districts would afford 
no certain protection against a contested 
count. It often happens that parties are so 
evenly balanced in Congress that the choice 
of a Speaker is a matter of great difliculty. 
The contests which resulted in the election 
of Banks in 1855 and Pennington in 1860 were 
severe and protracted. If the choice ofa 
President had been involved in either of 
these cases the country would have been on 
the verge of a revolution. . Such a situa- 
tion is likely to occur again at any time. 
In the new Congress, for instance, the 
Republican party has 4 bare majority, 
with not a single vote to spare, and two of 
the Republican members-elect have been pro- 
moted to the Senate, so that if there should 
be an extra session it is very doubtful 
whether a Republican Speaker could be 
elected. The people are accustomed to the 
present Electoral system, and it is the best 
that can be expected, though perhaps far 
from being, as Mr. Root has pointed out, the 
best that could be devised. But what is spe- 
cially needed is some regulation of the count 
that shail be permanent and satisfactory all 
around, so that there need be no periodical 
agitation of the subject.

The Dutch Boer war in South Africa, 
though a small one, is actively waged, and 
éach day’s news brings intelligence of en- 
counters between the Boers and the British, 
with varying results, though the general re- 
sult thus far is that the Boers have been 
gradually forced back from their positions. 
The new year opened with skirmishes be- 
tween them. The Boers of the Orange Free 
State joined those of the Transvaal, and they 
entered Natal and held possession of Chris- 
tiania. For a time, victory perched upon 
the banners” of the Boers. On the 17th ult. 
they repulsed the British at Pretoria, but on 
the.24th they were forced back and concen- 
trated at Makkerstroom. Being hard pressed, 
they fell back and ocenpied a strong position 
at the Drakenburg Pass, where the British 
attacked them and met with a severe defeat.

GEN. COLLEY’S TELEGRAM

I marched to patrol over the Newcastle road 
with five companies of the Sixtieth Regiment, 
two field and two mounted guns, and a detach- 
ment of horse, leaving one company and two 
guns to command the crossing of Ingogo River. 
I seized the plateau beyond the river with the 
rest of my forces. The Boers attacked me from 
all sides for over five hours, but were completely 
repulsed and withdrew at sunset, when I re- 
turned tocamp. The Boer loss must have been 
very heavy. Ours was four officers killeu, four 
wounded, ‘and about 150 men Killed and 
wounded.” 

A LEFT-HANDED VICTORY. 

DURBAN, Feb. 9.—The repuise of the Boers 
is aquestionable success, Gen. Colley’s ob- 
ject was to escort the mails over Ingogo 
River, and to meet a convoy from Newcastle. 
The Boer opposition was so strong that Gen. 
Colley had to send for three more companies 
of troops to reinforce the original force of 
five companies. He thus left only 300 men 
incamp. The Boers got in the rear of this 
force and captured a mule train, ambulances, 
and some goods. He was for a time unable 
to advance or retreat, being assailed on all 
sides. 

The Boers, though repulsed, are still 
threatening.

Lonpon, Feb. 9.—The most important 
documents in the Risso-Afghan correspond- 
ence are as follows: A draft of a secret 
treaty signed August, 1878, was negotiated by 
Stolietoff, by which Russia bound herself to 
perpetual friendship with Afghanistan, and 
undertook to assist the Ameer against foreign 
enemies, and by which the Ameer agreed to 
communicate withthe Russian Gen. Kauffman 
on matters of importance. In October, 1878, 
Stolietof& wrote from Livadia to the Afghan 

Foreign Minister as follows: “The enemy 
of your famous religion wants to make peace 
with you through the Sultan of Turkey. 
You should look to your brothers on the 
other side of the river, and make peace 
openly,

of thaw that hopeful humanity knows anything 
about when it is a thing of the future,—a succes- 
sion ot two or three bright, sunshiny days, dur- 
ing which the snow vanishes like magic and the 
discomforts under foot are requited by the 
balmness of the atmosphere and the pleasant 
promise of spring which it so delightfully sug- 
gests. This is the ideal thaw which happeus only 
occasionally, and is a very different kind of af- 
fair from the season which ciosed its third day 
yesterday evening after a steady down-pour 
lasting all day long. Instead of a blue sky over- 
head, with sunshine streaming down upon drip- 
ping icicle and vanishing snow-bank, there bas 
been an almost phenomena! duration of fog and 
rain. On acoount of the unusual size and cohesive 
quality of the snow-piles on the sides of the 
streets, the gutters have been rendered imprac- 
ticable, and the snow-water and rain, finding no 
outiet, have formed ponds innumerable upon 
street and sidewalk. and, mingiing with the col- 
lected filth of weeks past, have created treacher- 
ous quagmires whose great depth and utter nas- 
tiress can only be fully realized after the foot 
has slipped er the ice beneath and landed the 
pedestrian full length in the filth. It is the slip- 
pery nature of the su whieh underiies 
these mud-holes that makes them dangerous, 
and both man and horse have suffered frequent- 
ly of late from trusting to their guileless ap- 
pearance. 

Another result of the thaw which threatens 
disaster to the foot passenger is the dangerous 
condition of mahy of the shade-trees In the city. 
Very beautiful they looked in their crystal cov- 
ering a few days ago, but practicality this beauti- 
ful phenomenon was a nuisance, as it broke 
many a lusty branch with the weight of its icy 
covering. It was bad enough when the limb was 
removed altogether, but, as was quite common 
through the city, in many cases the branch was 
only partially broken and left depending by a 
thin strip of fiber over the heads of passers-by, 
to be hurled to the ground by the first stiff wind 
which strikes it.

BEN BUTLER. 


The Southerners Stretching Their 
Necks to Get a Sight at Him—His Re- 
ply to a Facetious Remark at His 
Expense.

RicamonpD, Va., Feb. 9.—The appearance of 
Gen. Benjamin F. Butier in Richmond, as coun- 
sel in the Atlantic, Mississippi & Ohio Railroad 
case, bas created a decided sensation. Itis the 
first time he hasbeen in Richmond since the 
War, and the anxiety to see and hear him was 
such that.although the general public is not 
particularly interested in the railroad case, the 
court-room was jammed all day, and men 
pressed upon each other in their endeavors to 
get a view of him. One enterprising lessee of a 
public hall inquired if Butler would agree to 
lecture, and expressed his readiness to 
pay him $300 a night, no matter what his subject 
might be, just so he would show himself to the 
crowd. Yesterday evening Judge Shipman, of 
New York, one of the General's legal opponents, 
in closing his argument, facetiously commented 
upon the new role in which Butler appeared,— 
that of the defender of the rights of Virginia. 
This morning Butler made his argument, and, in 
closing his speech, alluding to the comment of 
the coungel on the other side upon his (Ben But- 
ler’s) appearing here as the defender of the 
rights of Virginia, said:

“BOWEN WAS A THIEF.”’ 


AUDITOR RUSSELL 8O REPORTS TO THE SOUTH 
PARK BOARD. 

The South Part Board held a regular meeting 
yesterday. Present:, Messrs. Sherman, Cornell, 
Price, Russell, and Waisb. 

The Auditor, Mr. Russell, submitted the fol- 
lowing, which was adopted: ä 

“In compliance with the instructions of the 
Commission to cause an examination to be made 
of the accounts ef W. L. Greenleaf, collector of 
the special assessment levied for the purchase 
of the South Parks, your Auditor employed Mr. 
Ulayton Lewis, who, having the advantage of 
long service in the County Treasurer's office, 
may ed as an expert in such accounts, 
His report is submitted herewith. It appears 
therefrom t Mr. Greenleat's total collections 
during the eight years over which the install- 
ments of the speciai ran, and appealed cases to 
Jan. 14, 1881, were $1,114,608. The valance of tre 
warrant, it may be said in passing, was collected 
by the County Treasurer, except where delin- 

uent sales were made to the Commission. Mr. 

reenleat's credits as such collector, according 
to the vouchers which he exhibited, are $2,198 in 
excess of the charges he has made inst him- 
‘self. It is suggested by Mr. Lewis ta failure 
to note the giving of receipts may account for 
this discrepancy. That in an account runn 
over so many years and never whoily examine 
there should appear this discrepancy is probably 
not to be wondered at. It is not. however,a 
satisfactory shape in which to leave it. 
To make an actual verification there should be 
a checking back of the receipt-stubs with the 
warrant-books, and a comparison of the result 
with the delinquent returns made to the County 
Collector. This would be a tusk of some labor; 
but as I am satisfied that it would result in the 
discovery of lots and parcels of land that 
through error have escaped return tothe County 
Collector, and as it would aiso show the reason 
of the discrepancy in Mr. Greenleaf's collector's 
account, | respebtfully recommend that it be 
the order of the Commission that Mr. Lewis, 
with the whole office force, be placed upon this 
work in the intervais of routine work with in- 
structions to prosecute it as steadily and rapidly 


as may be 
It will be noted that in the credits submitted 

by Mr. Greenleaf are two which called for ex- 
lanation. One is a receipt from J. Irving 
earce, Treasurer, fora sum of money to re- 
lace stolen bonds, $3,097, and a draft by C. T. 
owen, on account of salary, $518. 1 have 

sought from Mr. Greenleaf, and from

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 
REMOVING THE PEST-HOUSE. 
A delegation, consisting of Mr. C. H. McCor- 
mick, Jr., Mr. Coonty, of the Malleable Iron- 


Works, and Mr. Peter Schuettier, of the wagon © 


firm, called at the City-Hall yesterday to appear 
before the Special Committee on Investigation 
of the Pest-House. These gentlemen represent 
a very large portion of the manufacturing inter- 
ests of the southwest part of the city, where up- 
wards of 3,000 men are enabled to earn a liveli- 
hood, nearly all of whom have families. They 
found that the Committee did not meet, and will 


be present at the session to be held at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon. ‘The object of the gentiemen 
named is to urge the removal of the 
Small-Pox Hospital to some other point. They 
claim that the workingmen who are employed 
in the factories refuse to settle in the vicinity 
because of the location of the Pest-House, and 
that this has worked a great injury both to the 
men and the property-owners. e working- 
men will not live 15 the locality because they 
are afraid of the disease. The delegation had a 
pleasdnt talk with the Mayor, but he said after- 
wards that be felt badiy because the city was 
short of money, and had no means to erect a 
new hospital at any other point. let alone pur- 
chase property, If the Pest- House should be 
removed, the city could realize enough money 
from the sale of the Pest-House property to 
purchase a large lot elsewhere, and probably 
enough wherewith to erect a new building. 
CASES REPORTED. 

A case of small-pox was reported yesterday 
from the Mercy Hospited, the victim beinga 
bube bat two months old. The little one was 
taken to the Pest-House, but the mocher de- 
clined to accompany her offspring, and the in- 
nocent littie sufferer was sent out with simply a 
bottle of milk for nourishment. This one of the 
most peculiar cases yet reported.

Extracts from Advance Sheets of the 
Annual Repert of the Insurance Com- 
missioner of Michigan—Satisfactory 
Condition of the Companies.

LANSING, Mich., Feb. 9.—Commissioner-of-In- 
surance Samuel H. Row bas prepared iu ad- 
vance of his annual report a preliminary state- 
ment showing the financial condition of each 
stock, fire, and marine insurance company 
which made an aunual statement to his Depart- 
ment in January. The following information is 
abstracted from advance sheets of the same: 

The condition of the companies is shown 
as of Dec. 31. 1880, and also the premiums 
received and losses incurred in Michigan by 
each company for the year ending on that day. 

The entire capital stock represented amounted 

to $46,707,200; the admitted assets, $126,267,546; 

surplus as regards policy-holders, $82,343,172; 
and the surplus over capital and all 
other liabilities amounts to $36,298,761. But 

a single company . shows an  impair- 

ment ot capital. This [company’s own 

report shows a small surplus over capital. The 
impairment comes from charging up the entire 
amount of premiums in force as a reserve Ha- 
bility, for reason thas reserve, ascom- 
puted by the company at 50 per cent and pro 
rata, was less than 40 per cent of the gross pre- 
miums received during the year. The condition 
of the companies in general is an improvement 
over last year. The companies of foreign Gov- 
ernments are each rated as having a 
capital of $200,000, and their financial condition 
given on the’basis of their assets and liabilities 
in the United States. This piaces the foreign 
companies practically on the same as com- 
panies of other States doing business in Michi- 
gan. In both home and foreign companies all 
eposits of funds made in States for the exclus- 
ive benefit of policy-nolders in such States 
have been deducted from the available assets.

THE EMIGRANT-RATE WAR. 
The circular iesued a few days ago by Mr.

Tun TRIBUNE has on many occasions during 
the last six months called attention to the dan- | 
gerous condition of a number of the viaducts, 
especially of those which have been up the long- 
est, and to the necessity for their immediate re- 
pair, At the same time, the proposition was ad- 
vanced that the railroads,and not the city, 
should pay for the work; that the viaducts, be- 
ing constructed for the benefit of the railroads, 


inorder to facilitate their entrance into the | 


city and to enable them to make better 
time than could otherwise be the case, they | 
should pay the expense of maintenance and re- 
pair. This view of the case was pressed upon 
the city authorities, and the was 
made by them to the railroads that the Halsted 
street viaduct in particular should be fixed up 
by the roads direvtly interested in it. Tocthat 
proposition, however, the railways deciined to 
accede, taking the ground that all the interest 
that they had in viaducts was the original ex- 
pense of constructing them, and that, after they 
were once put up, it was the city’s business to 
keep them in good condition. 

This important question, which temporarily 
— 1 out of sight, has again been brought up, 
and is 
PRESSING ITSELF UPON THE CITY OFFICERS 
80 urgently that it must needs be answered, In 
a few days the Council will begin the considera- 
tion of the Appropriation bill. One of the 
largest items which the Aldermen will meet in 
their progress through it will be that for via- 
ducts. Nothing is more popular than a viaduct. 
There is bardly an Alderman whose constituents 
do not want one or two, and there ‘is no Alder- 
man willing to become so unpopular as to ob- 
struct the wishes of his constituents on such a 
matter. In addition to the urgent pressure for 
these structures across Halsted street on Chi- 
cago avenue, and Sixteenth street on Centre 
avenue, there is the constantly-recurring pres- 
sure for their erection on State street and Wa- 
bush and Michigan avenues, for the purpose 
of making safe the transit between the 
business portion of and 
that part of the Side 
a ee Sixteenth street. There are also a 
num of other viadycts the erection of which 
at an early date was agreed upon as far back as 
1873, but which have not been built, although the 


necessity for them is wing 

At present the railroads tel the viaducts, and 
the city only raises to grade the buildings in the 
vicinity, pays the necessary damages, and pa ves 
the roadway. So at the outset the rail pay 
much and the city little; but as years pass by 
the contrary is the cake. e steadily increas- 
ing expense of maintenance falls upon the city, 
while the railroads pay nothing. There are now 
eighteen viaducts, and the cost of keeping them 
in repair, which was nominal five years ago, is 
now beginning to be an app bie item; and it 
wil! grow heavier year by year as new struct- 
ures are erected and the old ones begin to grow 
weak, to break down, and to need reconstruction. 


A REPORTZR SPOKE TO COMMISSIONER WAL- 
LER 
yesterday upon the subject, and found that he 
was fully aware of its importance.

The leading proGuce markets were moderately 
active yesterday, and irregular. They were 
generally strong early, but weakened about 

noon. A further advance in hogs, with light re- 
ceipts, caused a stiffening in pork products, 
which was lost under free selling, led by the 
closing out of alineof long stuff by a leading 
operator who is going to travel for health. 
Wheat advanced and fell backin sympatby, 
having the advantage of higher quoiations from 
England, with private reports of a good Conti- 
nental demand. Other grain shared in the tone 
of wheat. In all cases the trading was chiefly 
local, the telegraph systems of the commercial 
world not having yet recovered from the severe 
prostration caused by the storm. Our receipts 
of grain were again very small,—so small as to 
create comment even from those who 
have become accustomed to the miserably 
small receipts of the past two months. 
Mess pork closed 7½ lower, at $14.474@14.50 
for March, and $14.62%@14.65 for April. Lard 
closed steady, at $9.524@9.55 for March and 
$9.6244@9.65 for April. Short ribs closed 50 
lower, at $7.

One of the gentlemen who signed the protest 
against a committee being sent to Springfield by 
the Board of Trade stated yesterday that the 
Directors of the Board bad taken no notice of 
the document. He said also that the protest had 
been signed by fully as many “ receivers” as 
were in the meeting of twelve gentlemen who 
asked the Board to take up their cudgel. He 
claimed that the protesting receivers actually 
do more receiving business than the other re- 
ceivers who acted as members of the Receivers’ 
Association, and that the Board has no right, 
therefore, to disregard the protest. There was 
some talk yesterday about asking for an in- 
junction to restrain the Board of Trade from 
using the money of its members in pushing the 
matter at Springfield. There is a strong feeling 
on the subject on both sides, and some rather 
emphatic language used in the discussion. 

An observant one on ‘Change satisfactorily 
accounted yesterday for the recent strength in 
wheat. He said the boys had bought because 
they were afraid they would be scared pres- 
ently. 

The next thing in the way of reform seems to 
be the refusal of our Board of Trade quotations 
to the so-called bucket-shops which abound in 
the vicinity of the Chamber of Commerce. The 
concerns referred to make no market of their 
own (orif they do it is a fraud), but take the 
money of customers as bets would be taken 
on the future course of” Board of Trade 
markets. It is now proposed to prevent 
those figures to be furnished by “ ticker.’ 
It is certainly to be desired that 
the Board of Trade should be purified from as- 
sociation by any part of the public with the 
parasites that every now and then spring up 
around it. Some distinction ought to be made 
in favor of the Open Board, the tracing there 
being actual, as on "Change, though for smaller 
lots than the folks up-stairs care to handle. 

The Mark Lane Express regards it as proven 
that the English outturn of marketable grain 
from the last wheat crop has been over- 
estimated. This would appear to be the 
conviction of some parties in the trade on 
the other side of the water, and it probably ac- 
counts for the better demand reported for two 
days past. They have taken 80 little there 
lately as to keep stocks well down, so that if 
they ever do begin to buy actively it. will 
speedily tell here. The movement of flour 
across the Atlantic is increasing at a rapid Fite, 
however, and this means very much less wheat 
wanted, other things being equal. 

An official statement relative to the amount of 
barley frozen in on the New York State canals 
gives a total of 538,774 bu. Barring the possible 
underestimate of the cargoes of some of the 
larger boats, this aggregate is believed to be 
approximately correct.

Proceedings of the Convention at 
Janesvilie — Discussions on Subjects 
of Interest to the Members—Appoint- 
ment of Committees.

JANESVILLE, Wis., Feb. 9.—The Dairymen's 
Convention opened at 9 a. m. The President 
read the following telegram:

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 9.—“Do you think 
Gen. Garfield’s Cabinet will be announced at 
the time when it was promised,—that is, the 
middie of this month?“ I asked the question 
of a gentleman who I knew was as well post- 
ed on the subject as any one in the world. 

No, sir, I do not. I think it will not be 
announced until some days later,“ was the 
answer. There is a peculiarity about Gen. 
Garfield that very few people understand. 
He never, or almost never, does anything 
until he is in a corner,—that is, until the last 
minute comes. This has been the case with 
many of his greatest speeches. He will let 
the matter go until the time is so short thata 
common man could do nothing, and then he 
will settle down to business in a way that is 
perfectly astonishing. All the powers of his 
marvelous mind seem to be specially stimu- 
lated for the occasion, and his powers of pro- 
duction are very great. An instance in mind 
is the occasion of his delivery of the oration 
before the Editorial Association of the State, 
here. 1 was away from town, and 
came back sooner than 1 expected, 
for the purpose of listening to his ad- 
dress, Icame to the Forest City House, where 
he was quartered, and found him busily at 
work. He had engaged a short-hand man to 
assist him, and he was bending all his ener- 
gies to the task of producing a speech. The 
time of my call was about 5 p. m., and the 
speech was to be deliverad at half-past 7. 
Knowing him so well as 1 did, I understood 
just how it had come about. He couldn't 
think of anything proper to say on the oc- 
casion until confronted with it, although he 
doubtless knew that he was to speak for 
many weeks before.

And so he labored on 
until the Committee called to conduct him to 
the place where the speech was to be de- 
livered, and then he had not finished. Re- 
luctantly he accompanied them, and finally 
had to deliver the closing portion of his 
speech extemporaneously.”’ 

THE INAUGURAL. 

“Has he written anything on his inau- 
gural?” 

“I think he has not written a line yet. 
He certainly hadn’t written anything a 
very few days ago, and was then 
a good déal of the opinion that it would be 
as well not to write any. As you published 
some time since he had been reading the 
speeches of the Presidents who have gone 
before, and he became somewhat disgusted 
with such productions as that of Harrison, 
for instance, when the pedagogic and 
pedantic old 
several dreary columns, dwelling upon the 
famous characters of the ancient Greek and 
Roman eiviltzations. He felt that that was a 
little too muth, and that people care very 
little for such things any way, and that it 
would, perhaps, be as well not to have any 
thing at all to say. He will probably abandon 
this mea, however, and write something 
when the time comes, but it will be done 
very close to the time of delivery. His long 
experience in Congress, where it is necessary 
to speak on the spur of the moment, has 
cultivated in him this habit of close and 
intense application and readiness. At the 
same time that same Congressional training 
has had a tendency to make him look at all 
sides of a question, and rather tends to work 
against his capacity to decide a question 
really quick.” 

“To change the subject, will you permit 
me to ask you why,in your opinion, Gen. 
Harrison, of all the Presidents, attempted to 
display so much classicai learning in his in- 
augural ?” 

“Tt was this, I think. He had been bad- 
gered and berated by the Democrats during 
the whole campaign as a man who had lived 
in a log cabin, and tacked ’coon skins up to 
dry, and drank hard cider. He was some- 
what worried about this, and desired to 
show to the world that he was a classical 
scholar.”’ 

WHAT HE WILL SAY. — 

“To return to Gen. Garfield, what do you 
think he will say in his inaugural ?”’ 

“Oh, I couldn’t give you any information 
on that subject. But I can tell you that I 
Believe it will de Very short, and that it 
will contain very little of the recommenda- 
tion-to-Oongress feature. Gen. Garfield 
will wait for this until he gives his 
first message to Congress, and at that time 
he will be inmuch better shape to recom- 
mend measures, He don’t believe in stand- 
ing up there In the cold and reading a long 
speech to people who don’t want to hear it, 
and who are all ready to say amen when it is 
over.

WHAT WAS PERMANENT.

COLBY & WIRTS. 

Judge Tuley yesterday morning decided the 
ease of J. C. Wirts against John A. Colby. This 
was a bill to restrain the defendant from using 
tie old firm name of Colby & Wirts. In Febru- 
ary, 1879, Wirts sold out to Colby all his interest 
in the firm. Colby kept on at the old place ust 
the vid sign, but with the word “J. A. Colby 
CO., successors to,” above it. He aiso, during 
the Exposition of 1879, printed some cards 
with a wood cut of ft building form- 
erly occupied firm, and on 
the t side his own name. Wirts 
claimed that the old name and the wood cyt 
were used in such a way us to deceive the pub- 
lic, the words J. A. Colby & Co, successors to.“ 
eo small letters, so as not to be easily no- 
ticeable, and the wood cut bearing a represent- 
ation of the old sign “Colby & Wirts.“ The 
Judge heid that the evidence did not warrant 
the conclusion that Colby had acted in bad faith; 
that the additional sign was large enough to be 
seen a distance of seyeral hundred feet. The 
authorities were to the effect that a party buy- 
ing out a partner's interest with the good will, 
etc., had the right to use the name of the old 
firm, so far as was necessary to establish himself 
as the successor of that firm. He had a right to 
the benefit of the reputation of the old firm but 
no right to use the old name without some ex- 
pianatory words. As to the use of the firm 
name, therefore, Colby was justified, as he used 
explanatory words accompanying it, but his use 
of, the w cut of the old firm’s place of busi- 
ness was unauthorized. An injunction would 
therefore be nted restraining Colby from 
using the w eut on his cards, and each party 
would be decreed to pay his own costs.
